ſeruyte of warte / that euery of them / whiche haue landes and tenementes 
holden of the kynge oꝛ any other to theyz only vile / ſhall now laufully make 
therof alienacion / feoſtementes / and tranſmutacion of poſſeſſion / by dede 
oꝛ dedes / fyne oꝛ fynes / recouerye 02 tecoueries / foꝛ the perfourmaunce of 
his 02 their wyll oꝛ wylles / without any fyne oꝛ fynes / foꝛ the ſayde aliena⸗
